Work om the Unfimished Anmex Will Be

INSTRUCTIONS COME FROM WASHINGTON

Construction Superintendent Mardoek
s Now In Possession of Completa
PDeinlls for Bringing
ernment Sftroctnre (o Dnte,

the Gos-

New  plans for the completion of the
federal bullding which have beeén awaited
0 long redche Superintendent of Con-
struction Murddck yesterday morning from
Washington. Waork will now be pushed with
all speed, fourteen months hence belng the
latest date of completion allowed

As haz been planned, the new specifica-
tions provide for the Mlling In of the
Seventeenth stroet front between the twe
wihge with a construction the full helght
of the bullding and very similar to the
Sixteonth street frontage. The fArst plans
would have made this section but one
story high., Senator Millard was respon-
sible for the alteration, and to him is also
due credit for the rushing of the new
specifoations

Probably the chief fenture of the new sec-
thon will be the vast rallway mall plat-
form, extending ninety feet along the new
froniage. This will be nine feet in depih
and will be covered with o stone porch, the
platform  In its entirety  reflocting the
architesture of the entrance porch op the
Sixteonth street side.

Above this porch is 1o be an arcade of
cight cireular hoandod windows, extendiog
up through the second and third storles
The whole will be topped with a fourth
story and similar to that st the front en-
trance, there  being  three  steep-sided
dormer windows, with slate roof rising
AWHY Lo the rear

This new section will extend back toto the
court thirty feet and the inside wall facing
the court will bo Anished like the one oppn -
slte {1, the rear wall of the Sixtecnth street
front, That means double rows of six olr-
cultr topped windows to the fourth story.
vhere the steop roof begins. Nine new
rooms 15 the total extra aceommodation
glven by the new four-story portion and
s will provide 5000 square feet of Boor
space. A feature of the plans I8 that all
corridors above the first or ground floor will
tiow be run clear around the building,

Just now there are eightesn men working
on the postofMoe bullding.  That comprises
one small gang that has beon kept busy
delng what could be sufely done while plana
were awalted. In a short time there will
be three or four times as muany here

But that ix not all. Out In Denver are
clghty men who have pever stopped hewing
and trimming the stone for the edifice, and
in Indianapolis sixty more are constantly
employed on the fron work for this building
alone.  These men have never ceased work
desplte the delay here. 8o the force aetually
employed on the ground represents only a
small portion of the total number of work-
Ingmen helplng on thig Joh,

Only one thing mow stands in the way to
cause any delay.  That is the contract for
the new task. The C. W, Gindele company
of Chicago. which han done the rest of the
work, will be asked for figures at once and
it will not take more than ten davs for
the financial end  to be settled, Then
everything will swing at ence toward com-
pletion.  Competitive bldding cannot well
be allowed In this Job because of the fact
that there have been s0 many changes In
plans, necessltating allowances for work
canceled and others for work done, that
only the firm which started the task could
well finish it
